HERE STILL REMAINS A 


possibility that Prime Minister 
Jan Smith of Rhodesia may make a 
final_effort “to negotiate further 
with Britain before his country 
takes the irreversible formal step 
to independence. But there is no mis- 
taking the emphatic response of 


Rhodesia’s' white population in vot- ; 


jing nearly four-to-one in favor of 
becoming .a” republic without any 
ties to: Britain, and nearly three-to- 
one in favor of a constitution which 
bars the country’s black population 
from ever gaining political control. 

With’ this vote, therefore, .Rho- 
desia’s white people have set 
themselves to the task of stemming 
the tide of the twentieth century, 
of preserving Rhodesia as an island 
of ‘white supremacy in a continent 
that is predominantly black and 
self-governing, and -in all probabil- 
ity of condemning themselves or 
their children ultimately to a lethal 
struggle to defend the anachronis- 
tic political. fortress which they 
have set up. 

There are about 230,000 white 
residents in. Rhodesia, compared 
with more than ~4-million blacks. 
Jn-all the -rest:of the -vast-continent, 
except for the adjacent country of 
South Africa and a Portuguese col- 
onial holdover, the native black 
people have largely taken over the 
management of their affairs with 
varying success. To turn the clock 
back in this regard> would be vir- 
tually impossible and certainly tem- 
porary; to hold out against the 
‘svinds of change” — in the strik- 
ing phrase of Britain’s one-time 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan— 
must be an equally short-term en- 
deavor. . 

The white people of Rhodesia 


rhay well be able to survive the 
political and economic repercu’- 
sions aroused by cutting outside 
ties with Britain; but they face a 


much mbre elemental force within ~ 


their own country in the eventual 
reaction of the 18-to-l1 majority 
of black people. And closely allied 
with. that will be the reaction. of the 
independent black states thyough- 
out the continent which will see 
Rhodesia — as they already view 
South Africa — as an affront to 
African dignity, and a political can- 
cer demanding. surgery. 

United Nations Secretary-Gen- 
eral U Thant regards -Rhodesia's 


referendum results as “‘a deplorable. 


step in the wrong: direction”, and 


.“a’ threat to peace which cannot 


and must not be ignored”. Econ- 
omic sanctions have not proved ef- 
fective against Rhodesia’s break- 
away’. government because they 
have been haphazardly applied by 
most countries, and consistently 
evaded by means of aid from South 
Africa. But the very failure of 
sanctions. increases the likelihood 
of more direct action by black Afri- 
can- states. : 

The Rhodesian® revolution §re- 
mains a paradox. Mr. Smith: led 


“his white people in an ostensible 


struggle to throw off the vestiges of 
colonia] control by Britain. But it 
was not a struggle which the“pro- 
ponents of liberty and self-deter- 


‘minism in other countries could ap- 


plaud, for it was not so much a 
fight for true freedom as a fight 
for a freehand in. perpetuating the 
subjugation of millions of black 
people. And that_is how history 
will view-it,;-when at. some ~future 
date the inevitable final.chapter is 
written. 


Save Our Seas 


N THE FURORE WHICH FOL- 
lowed disclosure by the U.S. 
Army that it planned to dump a 
quantity of surplus poison gas off 
the East Coast, most attention was 
focussed on the method of trans- 
porting it. It was pointed out that 
carrying the gas by train to the 
coast involved some frightening 
risks. But what. about the idea of 
using the ocean asa dump? It now 
appears the Army did not. do its 
homework on this aspect of the op- 
eration either. 
Army officials testified before 
a Congressional committee that a 
thorough advance study had been 
rade into the safety of sinking 
mustard and nerve gas in -surplus 
freighter hulls. But now @ number 
of scientists consulted on the plan 
have disclosed that-evidence pre- 
sented to the committee was gath- 
ered from a review held after Army 
officials had been-called to appear. 
In view of some of the questions 
raised later by the scientists, the 
Army’s reassurances are something 
less than reassuring. ° 
Dr. Bostwick Ketchum, of the 
- National Science Foundation, said 
of the Army presentation there 


were gaps “even in the most obvi- 
ous areas, such as the terminal 
velocity of those ships when they 
hit the bottom, let alone what the 
impact effect would be on the gas 
containers.” 


Another scientist consulted by 
the military authorities was Dr. 
Akiro Okubo of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, who sald that the unpre- 
dictability. of ocean depths makes 
the project highly questionable. An 
error of ten per cent in Army com- 
putations could result in “appreci- 
able surface contamination.” 


Another disturbing disclosure is 
that twelve similar dumps, three of 
poison gas and nine of explosives, 
were carried out in the 25 years 
before the present . controversy. 
Charts of the Bastern continental 
shelf now are dotted with areas 
labelled “Explosives Dumping 
Area.” 

Now that the whole question 
has been brought into the open the 
practice of indiscriminate ocean 
dumping should be halted. Some- 
where a line must be drawn if the 
oceans are not to become Cesspools. 
That line should be drawn now. 


Surveying Crime and Violence 


fi bes PRESIDENTIAL COMMIS- 
sion on strife and violence in 
the United States has pointed up a 
number of paradoxes with at least 
one element furnishing grounds for 
hope. There is now, the report of 
the commission indicates, probably 
more constructive concern in the 
country than ever before on the 
subject of American violence. From 
that concern there should emerge 
positive programs of correction. 
Among the paradoxes: The 
United States ranks first among 17 
Western democracies in the extent 
of strife, but the death rate is only 
1.1 per million compared with 2.4 
per million in. Europe. Violence in 
the United States is frequent but 


less disruptive than in many other 


lands. The United States has much 
spontaneous rebelling but very little 
planned rebellion. 


While strife in- some categories 
has declined markedly (in labor dis- 
putes and agrarian and frontier- 
type violence) it has -risen sharply 
in urban racial categories. Although 
Americans have a record of violence, 
the United States has been a rela- 
tively stable republic. 

The current assessment under- 
scores the need for improvement 
but also manages to establish a 
measure of balance. The recommen- 
dations, calling for firmness in legal 
social control combined with steps 
to meet legitimate social grievances, 
echo recommendations heard before 
but seldom implemented. The ques- 
tion now, of course, is whether 
Americans, moving. to a4 better 
recognition of the prevalence of 
crime and violence in their history, 
will come up with an

FROM OTTAWA 


N an ‘address to.a service club here, 
John Gilmer, president and chief 
executive officer of CP Air, has taken 
sharp issue with proposals advanced last 
month by Yves Pratte, board chairman 


of -Air Qanada. Mr. 
Pratte’s general 
thought -w-a-s~ that 


Canada needs. a sin- 
gle international air- 
line ‘and that CP Air 
should concentrate on 
the—domestic routes. 
The ‘one, big, inter- 
oceanic monopoly is 
not, as Mr. Jamiesdn 
told the House last 
month, government 
policy. But it is highly probable that Mr 
Pratte’s idea may have its attractions 
for some in government since thé record 
shows very clearly that ‘in this fietd 
Ottawa’s enthusiasm for competition has 
always been strictly limited. 

It was in 1965 that Mr. .Pickersgill, 
having won the agreement of the two 
carriers, divided the globe rather in the 
manner of Alexander VI after the 
voyages of Columbus. 

The decision is now being challenged 
since Mr. Pratte wishes to expand into 
areas (such as the Pacific. and Latin 
America) reserved for CP: Air by the 
present chairman of the Canadian 
Transport Commission. 

Infact, Air Canada in now. eager to 
serve the entire globe although it is 
anxious at\the same time to dispense 
with’ money-lésing routes in the home 
country. ‘ 

There were those, in 1965, who felt 
that the state line was anything but a 
loser in this division Of_ spoils; an 
impression strengthened by the purrs of 
satisfaction from Air Canada\ head- 
quarters.

Pickersgill Principles 


In any case thé major carrier 
appeared to be in no grave danger since 
the whole policy was governéd by a set 
of principles earlier enunciated by Mr. 
Pickersgill. 

One of these outlawed on domestic 
runs “the kind of competition that would 
put TCA (now Air Canada) in the ted." 
Another provided that, in the inter- 
national field, services ‘‘should not be 
competitive or conflicting but should 
represent a single integrated plan’’. 

But times change and in regard to 
this policy, as in other matters, the 
views of Air Canada ehange with them. 

Mr. Pratte’s speech is a phain 
indication of an unhappiness which has 
‘evidently developed since 1965. and 


- seems to have been sharpened by CP 


Air’s plans for expanding into téerritories 
clearly marked out for it in 1965. 

Mr. Gilmer’s counter-proposition may 
strike objective observers as eminently 
fair. He says that if AirCanada has a 
grievance, CP Air is ready ‘to switob. 

This certainly betters any offer made 
by Spain to Portugal after the earlier 
memorable division of the world. 

It is evident, however, that the offer, 
though generous, does not meet Mr. 
Pratte’s demand which is that CP Air 
should fade out of international business. 
As the Air Canada chairman inaccu- 
rately told a Montreal audience: “We 
should examine how much it costs 
Canadians to .support two international 
airlines when all other countries have 
airline except the United 


only one 


States.” 


Virtue of Competition 


The virtue of competition is that it 
tends to hold down costs. It sometimes 
has other virtues also, as many 
travellers discovered when Air Canada 
was recently grounded by a protracted 
strike. Since we have a ‘‘single, inte- 
grated -plan,” as Mr. Pickersgill so 
carefully explained, it is difficult to see 
how anyone can argue that this is a4 
case in which competition is out of hand 

In fact, co-operation, is so close that 
one can buy a CP Air ticket to Europe 
and return by Air Canada from a differ- 
ent European point. There are

A New Canadian War in the Air 


Canada may be attracted by the 
argument, that CP Air could be compen- 
sated on less remunerative domestic 
routes for its proposed exclusion from 
the. wider world. That this is utter 
nonsense Mr, Gilmer demon- 
strates. : 

“Adeption—of—such a policy would 
definitely mean the end of effective 
competition on Canada’s transcontinental 
services ... The reason for this lies in 
the” simple” fact” “that” the” average 
traveller greatly prefers single carrier 
service and therefore, in a situation in 
which only dne carrier had access to 
both the ‘international markets and the 
trans-continental market, that carrier 
would find it relatively simple to capture 
for its transcontinental opération the 
international origins or destinations."’ 

In his report fo Parliament of 
Eebruary,; 1969, Mr. Pratte referred to 
quéstions of competition and of domestic 
regional air services and observed: ‘‘The 
company welcomes the indication of the 
federal government that it is prepared to 
review these matters in the light of 
changing conditions.’’ 

It was not appreciated at the time 


easily 
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that Mr. Pratte had in mind suth drastic 
changes. The government has many 
matters now under review and there is 
nothing in the report to suggest that this 
particular matter is deserving of very 
high priority. = j 

In fact Air Canada, carefully protected 
in its operations, reported its ‘sixth 
successive profit and its 15th in 18 years. 
Its net income More than doubled; its 
retarn on investment increased eight per 
cent; traffic “Gn Southern” ~ services 
including those to Bermuda and Florida 
were up 43 per cent;. traffic on the 
Atlantic 13 per cent. 

“The future’’, reported Mr. 
“is filled with promise and therefis every 
reason to expect that the rapid ywth of 
the air transportation, in industry during 
the past decade will continue and even 
accelerate:” 

It will be difficult to make out of this 
glowing report a case for challenging 
Mr. Pickersgill’s historic work. 

One could argue instead that what we 
need is more competition and more 
landing rights for more carriers in more 
places for the benefit of the long- 
suffering public,

Canadians have _ traditionally 

careless about our environment 
because we have so much of it. Raze a 
woodland here, pollute a stream there—it 
didn't seem to matter much; there were 
always more to go on ‘to. 

Only lately, as» we clusteréd into 

_cities, have we begun to realize that man- 
made pollutants, seen and unseen, can 
menace our very lives, and that the 
despoiling of nature in’ Canada's great 
outdoors can rob us. of healthful 
recreations .. . 

Since the authority to take action is 
divided between Ottawa and the prov- 
finces, it. would be best if the two levels 
of government jointly sponsored such an 
investigation.

@ The apparent effects of pollution 
on disease rates, particularly cancer, 
lung and heart diseases. 

‘The influence of smoking, drinking 
and diet on diseases which appear to be 
related to environmental contamination, 

@ The present and potential cost to 
the national economy of the iilhesses, 
disabilities and premature deaths that 
ate found to be related to pollution, 


@® The economic and social cost of

been 


eliminating the sources of environmental. 


hazards to public health, 


@ Recommendations for reduction 
and control of existing harmful pollu 
tants and of the introduction of new ones, 
as well as methods of protecting humans 
against them. 

All that is a big order, amounting 
probably ‘to several years’ work for a 
competent commission, But there jis. one 
thing we may be sure of: the longer 
knowledge and remedial action are 
delayed, the more difficult and costly 
will be the solutions. And failure to act 
could-~-produce--this-- epitaph —for--our 
civikization:’ ‘Poisoned by its own 
progress.”’

Blocking a Government of Reconciliation’ 


RAN NGOC LIENG is a slender, 
intense man who keeps a law 
office in his pleasant villa on a street 
near downtown Sai- 
gon. As a lawyer, he 
defended Truong 
Dinh Dzu, the presi- 
dential candidate who 
was thrown in jail 
for advocating a 
coalition government 
with the = National 
Liberation\¥ront; as 
an activist, he is a 
member of a ‘most 
unusual committee ‘of 
Catholic and Bud 
Ghist leaders working to ffee Thich Thien 
Minh, a monk jailed on politiéal charges; 
and as a politician, Lieng is thexofficial 
leader of the Progressive Nationalist 
Committee, -which advocates a new 
“government of reconciliation’’ for South 
Vietnam.

Lieng makes no effort to hide his dim 
view of the Thieu-Ky regime. Sitting 
under one. of the revolving overhead fans 
that cool the high-ceilinged Saigon villas 
even in thé brutal heat of Southeast 
Asia, he was asked by one recent visitor 
whether the present government had any 
support at all among the South Vietna- 
mese ‘people.

Certainly not,’’ Lieng replied, with- 
out hesitation. And when asked if he was 


expressing this and other pungent views 
for publication, he replied at some length 
that he was anxious to be quoted, that 
South Vietnam was in such bad shape 
that the consequences to him did not 
matter; what was important was that 
the world should know about the political 
repressions and lack of support of the 
Thieu-Ky regime. 

Some informed. Saigon political fig- 
ures are not sure’ whether. -Lieng's 
patriotism or his political ambition 
moves him the most. For the moment, 
however, his activities have put him on a 
collision course with President Thieu; 
now Thieu has struck back by summon- 
ing four clase associates of Lieng for 
national police questioning;- and all of 
this suggests much of what is wrong 
|with South Vietnamese politics and the 
American role in Saigon. 


‘Nationalist’ Salvation 


This Is. because Lieng is “equatty 
outspoken in his opposition to the 
Vietnamese.Communists, is opposed to a 
coalition government because he fears 
the Communists would take it over, and 
believes that the real salvation of South 
Vietnamese freedom lies.in ‘“‘nationalist’’ 
forces that are not Communist but that 
give no- real support to Thiew and his 
American-sponsored regime. \ 

He compares such South Vietnamese

Lieng talked of these ideas politely 
and with restraint to a visiting Ameri- 
can, but there’ was ample fire and 
brimstone in the remarks of two of 
Lieng’s younger associates — Chau Tam 
Luang, Secretary General. of the com- 
mittee and widely considered its ‘‘action 
man,” and Le Duy Tam, who, ironically, 


perfected his fluent English while 
teaching Vietnamese for the State 
Department in Washington. Luang, at 


least, was one of those summoned by 
Thieu's national police. 

Luang and Tam asserted-in uncom- 
promising language that the greatest 
political difficulty for nationalist forces 
is the adamant and overpowering 


~. American political, mikitary and econ 


omic support, for the Thieu regime. 
While that dupport continues, they 
bitterly isisted, few Vietnamese believe

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Free Schools—Two Views 
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-Place of Joy and Delight...

An unprecedented and strange. educational 
phenomenon is occurring in and around Vancouver 
these days. It is the emergefice and the prolifera- 
tion of free schools. 

Those of us who are involved in free schools 
think we are doing an important, radical and per- 
manent thing. 

Do our schools and their ways pose a serious threat to 
established education, or are we merely a harmless Junatic 
fringe? 

Since 1966 no fewer than ten free sc‘ools have been 


At present there are six free schools here and two more 
in Victoria, all going strong and looking pretty permanent. 

It is true that these schools involve fewer than 200 
youngsters, but there is more to iit than mere numbers, 


‘A Breeze Is Blowing 


In each group of children and staff there is an air of 
something important happening — an air that just may be 
the ‘fresh breeze that will blow the chalkdust and pencil 
shavings- out of the silent corridors of institutionalized 
education, 


Most of us in free schools are outspoken in our criticism 
of traditional educational methods and.of the reluctance of 
the public schools and their teachers to change. 

George Leonard, in his Education and Ecstasy, is brutal 
in his condemnation of what goes on im public sthools; Paul 
Goodman has said that the educational system will not 
change until the students burn down the schools; A. S. Neill 
places the blame for many of. the world’s problems on 
traditional directive education. 

It is easy to criticize, perhaps; but it is certainly not easy 
to offer alternatives. What are we doing in the free schools 
that is so different from what you are doing in the public 
schools? 


Voice Equal to Staff — 


All free schools have at least one'thing in common and 
that is that the students usually don’t have to do 
anything they don’t want to do, and they are given a voice at 
least equal to that of the staff in the way the school should 
be run. 

To put it-more positively, youngsters are given approval 
and support for doing what they want to do. 

Imagine, if you will, a school in which the teacher is not 
an authority, where children will start to learn to read only 
when they want to. even if they ‘are 13 years old. 

Many people have regarded the free approach as a kind 
of innovative, perhaps daring, method for achieving the old 
goals of education. The-assumption is that if you let the kids 
do what they want, they will soon enough become bored, see 
the error ‘of their ways and rush for the classes, the assign 
ments and the projects. 

_ I think that most of us who have worked in a free 
situation with children have found that they don’t become

The place seemed deserted. 
A little hesitantly, I opened 
the front door, to be met by 
the sound of a Beatles record 
from somewhere upstairs, and 
the sight of a large uncur- 
tained room furnished. only 
with a gymriasium horse and 
a ladder of sorts. 

On one wall was a mostly 
bare bulletin-board; a typed 
list of house mothers with 
their charges; a plea not to go 
swimming alone; @ hand 
written -schedule of classes, 
listing conventional school 
sub jects—history, English, 
Latin, French, biology, chem- 
istry, physics and mathe- 
maties—as well as workshop 
and handcrafts.

No handicrafted articles 
were to be seen; a_ half- 
finished scarf lay on a loom in 
Ulla’s room, but that was her 
own work.

A couple of little boys 
attached themselves to me. 
“Can you play pingpong?’’ 
they asked. We trooped over 
to the games room, the open 
second floor above the locked 
workshop. 

There were a dusty: table, a 
tattered net,' and one paddle, 
but a search of the shelves 
and floor, littered with chess- 
men, checkers, and miscel- 
ianeous paraphermalia, re- 
vealed no bal or second 
paddle.

Summerhill children. are 


free from many restrictions 
other youngsters bear. It is 
not always clear what they 
are free for.

“Will. you hold my hand?" 
he begged, “Can I show you 
around?”

A stecky woman in her 
forties, with rosy - cheeks, 
straight black hair drawn into 
a bun, and no-nonsense look 
about her, answered our 
knock. 


“Can we go to the White 
Horse with her?” “No!” The 
door was firmly closed.” 

Like a retiring Pied Piper I 
made my way to the main 
entrance. A car braked to a 
stop behind us. ‘‘What are you 
children doing down here?” 
demanded Ena Neill. 

“You know you aren't 
allowed at this end ‘S6f& the 
grounds!’ They scattered, I 
walked on, and Ena drove 
past me towards the town. ° 

Later, Neill was asked by 
another visitor: “Your books 
say that the children make 
the rules, but did they make 
the rule that they can’t leave 
the grounds without permis- 
sion?” : 

“You have to consider the 
safety factor, after all,” Neill 
demurred, .Others who have 
visited Summerhill also report 
that he has not quite, as he 
claims, renounced ‘‘all discip- 
line, all direction, all moral 
training."” As headmaster he 
does issue certain prohibi- 
tions; he won't have liquor or 
drugs for example. Herb 
Snitzer transcribed Neill’s 
words at one school meeting: 

“Well, I'm going to tell you 
something. You have to 
choose whether you smoke 
here or not, If you’re going to 
smoke here, you're not com- 
ing. back. ... Only the com- 
munity can punish,-but I can 
say, all right, if you don’t 
want to live the mmerhill 
way, you're not ing back. 
..-. So don’t feel you can 
come here, and do as you like. 
You can’t.”

com promises,. Summerhill 
children are free from 
coercion, physical or psycho- 
logical — no canings, of 
course, but no encouragement 
either. The results are every- 
where evident. 

That common-room furni- 
ture is torn, pulled apart, 
ravaged, may be, as Neill 
insists, of no. importance. 
When books are left out in the 
rain it doésn’t really matter. 

If. boys, throw knives at 
beautiful oak doors or a 
“happy, normal girl,” as Neill 
describes her, burns holes 
with a red-hot poker in the 


walnut mantelpiece, the 
headmaster remains calm, 
* 


But the fibrary is locked, 
the art room is locked, and 
the workshop is locked ¢xcept 
when an instructor is present. 

In earlier days it was kept 
open, ‘but one boy used up all 
the letter-punches making 
cotter pins for his motorcycle, 
another broke bricks with the 
planishing hammer, « third 
ruined the lathe. 

Chi stopped attempting 
to make things, for as one of 
them said, ‘‘What’s the good 
of going into the workshop? 
All the tools are rotten now.” 

Neill refurnished his shop 
and locked the door, but with 
a guilty conscience: was this 


Summerhillian? 

Neill blames anti-social 
behavior on ‘his “problem 
children.”’ 


“AN“our problem children 
are deprived children — chil- 
ren who haven't had their 
Share of love. We're pulling 
other peeple’s chestnuts out of 
the fire for them. I wish we 
didn't have to take anyone 
ovér 12.| But that time they’re 
spoiléd by their conventional 
schools.”’ 

What .is the role of a 
teacher in a school where the 
headmaster declares, ‘‘We do 
not consider that teaching 
very much matters’? 

What, indeed, is the role of 
the school? In Neill’s words, 
it should provide ‘‘am, en- 
vironment in which the emo- 


tions can be lived out and | 


expressed.”” 
* 


Does Summerhill prove that 
“freedom works’? One way 
of evaluating this claim might 
be to follow the careers of its 
alumni. 

Emmaemual Bernstein re- 
cently published the results of 
his interview with 50 former 
Summerhiiians living in the 
vicinity of London. 

Some remembered the 
school with pleasure, others 
felt it had failed them. Many 
criticized its ‘academic weak- 


ness. 

Of the eleven who had 
become parents, three had 
sent their own children to 
Summerhill. 


In spite of Neill’s statement 
that his students “go into the 
arts,"’ Bernstein could classify 
only six of the fifty as artists. 

Summerhill’s success. should 
be evaluated in Neill’s terms 
— individual happiness — 
rather than by achievernent in 
college or distinction in 
careers. 

Unfortunately, there fs «as 
yet no way of determing the 
happiness-quotient, and any 
estimate must be subjective.

Summerhill was totally lack- 
ing; the homesickness of | 


youngsters like Dickie only 


enhanced the general effect of | 


dreariness. 
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Working with love .. . the author and his charges 


This is why I ‘am very skeptical-of the latest liberalizing 
trends in public education, such as those represented by the 
BCTF's report; Involvement — The Key To Better Schools. 

Liberalized schools, like the kids-will-get-bored fallacy, 
make ‘the. mistake of thinking that new trimmings on the 
package. make a new product. This—is- why so many 
experiments with ‘‘free’’ education in public schools -haven't 
‘Worked’. s 

If you expect to use freedom and permissiveness—as 
tricks—te- get the same old results, you are bound to be 
disappointed. And I predict that all your attempts to make’ 
school more fun for the kids and to turn the teacher into the 
good guy will fail, because you haven't yet taken. a look at 


your goals 
Different in Kind 


[ thimk that what we're doing in free schools is different 
in kind and im purpose from what you are doing in the public 
schools. We are not just using a different method to do the 
same thing that you are trying to do. The basic assumptions 
which determine our goals are different 

Even in the most liberal and “‘progressive’’ of public 
school thinking there is the underlying assumption that 
children have to be taught certain things, such as the three 
Rs, before they can grow into—aeceptable adults or, as | 
believe you-woul put-it;-responsible citizens: 

“Could it be that ‘‘a responsible citizen’’ is just someone 
who won't cause trouble? 

Of course, it then becomes our duty as adults and 
Preservers of the social order to make sure that our young 
grow up to be people who fit into our existing society. 

You are, after all, often accused of emphasizing 
conformity at the expense of individuality. You don’t like 
children who talk back, do you? As I said, the assumption is 
that children must be taught 

People have accused me of shirking my duty as-an adult 
because I don’t try to get children to learn to read or add or 
whatever. 


Now, this suggests two things to me. One is that there 
are certain right and approved ways of growing up, such as 
fearning to read’ when you are six, not talking back, not 
dropping out, and so on: 

The other iis that adults, expecially teachers and parents, 
know how ‘to live in the right way and children don't. 

If it $s true that the adults know the best ways of growing 
up and living, I suppose it is inevitably their duty to regulate 
and direct the lives of children: Sort of like the white man 
bringing “civilization” to the Indian? 

A key phrase in involvement is “With the approval of the 
teacher”. Helen Bumphrey has been quoted as saying, ‘“‘Thé 


children in my class may do whatever they like, as long as 
they do their best’’. And who decides what is best? 

To carry this one step.further, the catch phrase of 
current educational liberals is ‘‘Freedom with responsibility’’. 

To me this means, “You are free to do what you like—er, 
as long as you do what: you're told’. After all, who is doing 
‘the deciding about what iis responsibility? 

In a free school we-say in effect to the children, ‘‘You are 
free to be yourself and to do what you like. I trust that you 
know better than I°do what is best for you’’. The responsi- 
bility for making decisions ‘about individual matters is left 
to the individual. 

Before a child's forced entrance into school at the 
arbitrary age of six or seven. learning has usually been 
suffused with joy and enthusiasm, 

Tn most instances the child has not been under pressure 
to accomplish, and, depending upon his home, he has been 
relatively free to use toys and play. in whatever way he 
wanted to: ; 

In school all this changes, learning now ‘becomes 
something’ that someone else tells him to do; iit is removed 
from the child's sphere of cqncern. 

His concern must. necessarily become not learning, but 
getting rewards and avoiding punishment. 

No wonder the average child's interest in school declines 
steadily after the first week! 

Look at your schools and look at your children. Are ‘the 
schools really run for ‘the benefit of the children? If so, why 
ts it necessary to make attendance compulsory with” stiff 
penalties for non-attendance? '

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Stockholm Moves 


Keyed to Vietnam

STOCKHOLM—If all goes as expected,. North 
Vietnam will officially be represented by an ambassa~ 
dor in Sweden next Friday, while the United States 


will not. 


On that day a North .Viet-". 


namese diplomat will present 
his credentials to King Gustav 
Adolf VI, making him the 
first official sent by Hanoi to 
be accredited in a West 
European country as an emis- 
sary. To underline the import- 
ance of the event, the king is 
taking the unusual step of 
coming back from his sum- 
mer residence. 

At the same time. the king 
will also accept the creden- 
tials _of_.a.new Communist 
Chinese ambassador _,whose 
high position in his diplomatic 


service (former. ambassador 
to Albania) is being taken by 
Swedes as a token of the high 
value “Peking puts on its 
contacts here. 

The official American ¢x- 
planation for the delay in 
naming a successor to Wil- 
liam H. Heath, who departed 
five months ago, is that the 
king is out of town for the 
summer, though that seems 
less convincing in light of his 
scheduled return here” next 
week. 


Chilly Relations With U.S. 


In fact, with all other 
Scandinavian posts now filled, 
American officials in Wash- 
ington are said to be making 
little effort to conceal that the 
real reason for the holdun is 
the chilly ‘state of relations 
between Sweden and the 
United States. 

At the moment, these are in 
a state of. petrification, no 


worse but-hardly much better 


than in 1968 when Ambassa- 
dor Heath was recalled for a 
month after Swedish Educe- 
tion Minister Olof Palme 
marched side by side with top 
visiting North Vietnamese 
officlals in an anti-war march. 
This week the, influential 
Dagens Nyheter paper took a 
swipe at what it called the 
“disgusting” practice of 
Republican administrations of 
appointing party hacks’ to 
West European posts. - 


On the other hand, some 
elements of the Swedish press 
appear to be trying to ration- 
alize the American slight by 
speculating that Stockholm 
might become the site .for 
resumed Chinese-American 
talks and hinting that the real 
reason for the delay is the 
state department’s effort to 
come up with a qualified 
Chinese expert for the im- 
portant Stockholm. post, 

By all estimates, little 
@ramatic change is to be 
expected between America 
and this Scandinavian neutral. 
Political observers and Swed- 
ish party officials feel Palme, 
42, will succeed to the prime 
tmritmtstership when Tage 
Erlander steps down volun- 
tarily at the Social Demo- 
cratic party congress in Sep- 
tember, 


Result of Domestic Pressure 


Palme won the support of 
the party’s left wing last vear 
with his..outspokenly critical 
position toward the U.S., but 
having done this he is be- 
lieved likely to moderate his 
position now to prove to the 
voters that he is mature and 
sensible. 

In the view of ranking 
Swedish officials and observ- 
ers, the country’s support of 
the North Vietnamese cause 
results at least as much from 
domestic political pressure as 
from foreign policy eonsidera- 
tions. 

“The government has no 
desire to get caught the way 
the German Social Democrats 
and the British Labor Party 
did on Vietnam,” said a 
Swedish official fhis week. 
“Rather than fight the left on 
the issue, the, party has 
decided to use and channel 


the movement. What better 
way can you think of to keep 
the left from turning on the 
government itself and de- 
manding radical change in 
Swedish society?” 

Indeed, the ‘Swedish left, 
and much of Sweden’s student 
activists, seem to lack domes- 
tic issues capable of winning 
much. support—except forthe 
Vietnam issue. 

There has been no effective 
opposition to the country’s 
heavy defence spending, for 
instance.'| Members of the 
Socialist Student Group (SSU) 
are campaigning listlessly for 
nationalization of the coun- 
try's banks to weaken the 
alleged hold of the Wallenberg 
Banking House. But Social 

ocratic -officials, whose 
party charter pledges them to 
nationalization, say that this 
is out of the question. 


No Known Boycotts Yet 


The only real uneasiness 
about the government's. Viet- 
nam position is found among 
a small number of industrial- 


-. ists who fear that the govern: 


ment—is—playing with fire. 
Businessmen with ties in the 
United States have pointed to 
resentment over Sweden's 
harboring of-military desert- 
ers, to its support of North 
Vietnam and North Korea and 
to its treatment of military 
deserters. as political refu- 


gees. 

But so far there have been 
no known boycotts of Swedish 
products and it is business as 
usual, except 
refusal by the Teamsters’ 
Union to unload Volvo cars in 
the United States last year. 

“We must be prepared to 

face the consequences of a 
foreign policy which starts 
from the assumption that 
peace has broken out and that 
Sweden has complete freedom 
to act as it wants in foreign 
policy,” one critic of his 
government's policies said 
this week, 
, Ironically, America itself 
seems to be providing most of 
the ammunition to the anti- 
Vietnam campaigns here, 
judging from the large num- 
ber of English-language pro- 
test books on sale at student 
bookstores.

BEIRUT (The Manchester Guard- 
jan} — The leftwing extremists of 
South Yemen's ruling National Lib- 


eration Front (NLF), ousted in last ° 


year’s power struggle, have staged 
their comeback—but they have prob- 
ably shed some of their extremists 
in the process. 

The removal of President Qahtan 
Shaabi, head of the moderate fac- 
tion, could not have been accom- 
plished without the tacit approval of 
the army which is strongly opposed 
to ‘the Utopian Chinese-style social- 
ism Which the extremists have ad- 
wvocated. So the newly dominant left- 
wing will have to tread very carefully 
to preserve the army’s tolerance. 

If a report is correct that former 
Defence Minister Ali Beed is the real 
strong man of the latest takeover, it 
could be out of deference to the 
army that he has chosen to remain 
strictly an eminence grise. 

The incongruous alliance between 
doctrinaire revolutionaries and offi-

The military leaders, who last 
year backed Shaabi against his ex- 
tremist rivals, apparently gave their 
blessing to the takeover’ in return for 
a promise from the leftists to fulfil 
certain demands which Shaabi had 
ignored. 


But the promise is evidently only 
a half-hearted verbal one because the 
leftists, who once called for the dis- 
solution of the regular army and its 
replacement by a popular militia with 
elected officers, are ideologically in- 
hibited from too close an association 
with what they regard as a reac- 
tionary colonial legacy. 


It is difficult to believe that the 
new rulers, though they are soberer 
than they were, will manage to pre- 
serve the army’s good will for very 
long. The army, for example, is un- 
likely to take very kindly to any 
politics which aggravate relations— 
bad enough as they are — with the 
North where moderate tendencies 
are now in the ascendant. The new 
rulers’ stated determination to “pro- 
tect the revolutions in North and 
South Yemen” sounds like a declara- 
tion of their intent to interfere in 
their neighbors’ affairs. 


There .are also latent divisions 
within the leadership itself, with a 
doctrinaire socialist like Abdul Fat- 
tah Ismail liable to party company 
with a more pragmatic leader like

Indian Act Unfair to Women 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
Canadian Association of Uni- 
versity Women Saturday 
passed a, strongly-worded 
resolution protesting sections 
inthe Indian_Act. that “‘can 
deprive an Indian woman of 
her nationality:” 

The resolution supports a 
petition made _ by Indian 
women from the Caughna- 
waga reserve near Montreal 
to the Royal Commission on 
the Status of Women. 

Under the act, an Indian 
woman on marriage to a non- 
Indian is deprived of rights 


women return to the reserve 
on the .death of their non- 
Indian husband, they often 
take. care of ill: and aged 
relatives. But they and their 
children run into petty restric- 
tions—the children are not 
allowed to swim in the 
reserve pool, she said. 

The resolution says the act 
contravenes. the Canadian 
Citizenship Act which declares 
the nationality of a wife to be 
independent of that of the 
husband, and a similar princi- 
ple in the United Nations 
Convention of 1957. 


The federatign also en- 
dorsed a resolution introduced 
by Mrs, G. G. Cameron, 
president of the University 
Women’s Club of London, Ont. 
It asks the federal govern- 
ment to exempt people below 
the minimum poverty line 
from taxation. 

The minimum poverty line 
was defined by the Economic 
Council of Canada in 1968 as 
$1,800. for a single person, 

3,000. for a couple and $4,200 
for a family of four. 

The resolution said these 
people cannot escape adverse

from the nearest star? 

Strictly speaking, of course, 
|our sun is as starry as any star 
in the heavens. But-as a rule we 
do not count it when we think of 
star distances. If we did, we 
|would say that it is merely light| 
minutes. away. Each sunbeam | 
takes about eight» minutes to| 


the surface of the sun to the 
earth. 

Let's discount our starry sun 
and think of the stars that shine 
after it sets. On a clear night, 
some of them look almost close 
enough for a—tall person to 
reagh up and touch. But of 


} 


away. And what we see is their 
light which bas traveled across 
vast reaches of space. The 
average speed of light is 186,000 
miles per second, which means 
that starlight travels more than 
6,669 million. miles each, and 
every hour. Clocking distance 
jand travel time: is no surprise to 
| us. We doit with a car 
| speedometer that reports how 
|many miles we are traveling 
| per hour. 

However, this speed in terms 
of miles_per hour is much to 
puny to figure the distdnce of | 
the stars. Astronomers use 
several whopping units for 
measuring the immensity of | 
celestial distance. One .is the} 
light-year,*- the ~-distance~ that} 
light travels in one earth year: 
This distance is roughly six} 
million-million earth miles—j 
|which is figure six plus twelve 
| zeroes. The light-year is just | 
(fine for measuring the distances | 
of the nearest stars—that is,/| 
those nearest to our starry sun. | 

The famous star Alpha Cen- 
| tauri shines bright in the skies 
below the equator, quite near to 
| the South Cross. Sometimes it 
|ean be seen’ as far north as 
Florida and .southern Texas. 
Actually, Alpha’ Centauri is a 
| double star though you need a 
telescope to show that it is 
really two close stars orbiting

time, Alpha Centauri was rated} 
as the sun’s nearest neighbor.
